It is believed that the 
Germans will dispute the f- 
gure of half a Dillion dollars 
partly on the grounds that it 
includes claims which should 
be addressed to Eastern Ger- 
many and even Austria. 

A Joint Subcommittee has 
already been set up to study 
the world Jewry delegation’s 
claim for haf a bilijion dollars. 
Another subcommittee will 
shortly be created. Dr. Leavitt 
thought that the first stage of 
the conference would be likely 
to last several weeks, after 
which it would adjourn, and 
the German delegation would 
probably return to Bonn for 
consultations and new instruc- 
tions.
